tie quoted descriptive passages by nar- 
ators of tbe voyage, showing tbat tbe 
lescriptioa was not tbat of San Fran- 
lisco Bay and argued tbat it was not 
Bodega Bay, because from it tbey could 
tot have seen tbe chalky cliffs which re- 
oinded them of borne and which caused 
)rake to name tbe country New Al- 
>ion. It is evident tbat the headlands 
it the ontrance of San FrancUco Bay do 
tot answer to this description

A Timely Fall Relieves Anxiety and 


Promise* to Boll Money Into Onr 
Coffera-The Naked Mountain Sides 
Permit the Piling Up »f Drift* that 
•Will Save the Water Until Needed 
by the Mill* and Ranches. 


The Enterprise Bays: 
The Dew State was born when the ap- 


>ropriation for big etoruge dams was 
nade, and now it has been dressed in 
Ine white raiment. Not much snow 
ell on the Comstock, bat tbe wires were 
down last night between here and San 
Francisco until a late boor, which shows 
bat a generous fall has covered tbe 
Sierras with the mantle of moisture that 
IBS been hoped and prayed for. 
The 


mowledge that tbe work of this year on 
a storage 
< am would considerably in- 


crease the duration of mill work, bad 
given increased confidence in mining 
lecuritics, and as good Icings ran in 
couples or crowds, the snow" arrived 
ust when* everybody was beginning to 
eel hopeful, anyhow. Tbe consequence 
will be that there will be no sky-colored 
jredicuon*. The supply of water is 
aid up for us »nd we are to be prepared 
to make nae of a much greater proper- 
ton than formerly. Before this tall the 
mountains were covered with ft sheet of 
couhiderablo thickness, and us a strong 
wind prevailed during much of the fall 
,hu drifts in tbe mountains will be of a 
asting depth. 


About ten years ago, when tbe sides 


>f the roonntaiuR that g)op« toward lh« 
Carson bud become pretty thoroughly 
denuded, attention wot attracted lo the 
act that the flow of tbe river was about 
as even in volume as it hud been while, 
he tret-s were still covering the slopes 
and protecting tbe grbund from the sue. 
impressions uf surprise were frequently 


rd, as it was supposed that quickly 
ltina under the warm rays the snow 


wmild disappem in a flood, Itaving an 
afterwards dry river bed. The elplana- 
ion, however, was simple. 
Unpro- 


tected from the strong winds by the 
thick growth of trees that had once »R- 
Bibted in becnring a comparatively uni- 
form depth, the light dry snow wag 
blown into huge drifts in (he deep can- 
yons, leaving many of the sharp and 
rounded tops bare and giving tbe range 
a deceptive appearance of almost entire 
absence of snow. The drifts iu immense 
masses in the deep gorges did not ehow 
ihemselves to the people in tbe vulleye, 
but silently settling into a compact 
body, 
shaded by the 
ovti hanging 


mountain sides, melted slowly aud kept 
the river supplied as long as when the 
shaje of the trees performed the duty 
of protection from too soddec melting. 
It is even probable that from the sntue 
quantity of snow a larger and greater 
low of water may be eiptctrd, as if 
evenly distributed and making its way 
to tbe streams over a wide area the 
evaporation would necessarily b» much 
larger than where I ho main body of 
water finds its way down a narrow can- 
yon. Though by DO means certain that 
bis is tbe last fall of tbe season, there 
is enough ojnnracce now that our usual 
supply of working water will be on 


iid, and tbe fine weather we have en- 


joyed ia an, ample compensation for the 
loss of sleighing. Next year when dams 
are completed on the large scale oou- 
ttmplated we can smila with content if 
there is a fall of but six inches, as si 
ying above the dams will be saved for 
one instead of going down to buiit the 


olorado through the Carson sink.
